Spike False Propaganda 

LOS ANGELES — Effectively 
blasting the fake theory, put 
out by meat packers and other 
foed processing firms, that wage 
inereases are responsible for high 
recent study of the 
Research Association of 
York shows that labor 
costs are ior from an _ import- 
ant item in the food industry. 

Based on a thorough study of 

entering into food 
the Association’s study 
shows that labor cost makes up 
only 6.6% of the total value of 
cereal ger hag 5.1% of cheese 
products, 3.9% of flour products, 
7.5% of meat packing, and 3.6% 
of sugar refining. 

Nor, the Association declares, 
can the food. manufacturers argue 
that the advances in food prices 
help the farmer. Figures just 
released by the Federal Trade 
prove that the 
farmer’s share of these increased 
prices ranges from about 11 cents 
of the conmsumer’s dollar paid 
for cigarettes, to about 58 cents 
of each dollar paid for butter. 

In other words, according to 
the Trade Commission’s figures, 
the real bulk of the consumer’s 
dollar goes to swell the profits 
of the manufacturer, wholesaler, 
and retailer.

The Fight for Labor Unity 


Wita giant strides, the organization of the unorganized into 
industrial unions is making headway under the banner of the 
CIO, with the full support of the progressive forees within the 


AFL craft unions who favor the CIO program. The exetutive 
council of the AFL is carrying on its war against the program of 
organizing the unorganized by deliberate splitting tactics and 
provocative methods of jurisdictional disputes. At times, reac- 
tionary AFL officials have collaborated with employers to com- 
bat the CIO organization drive by setting up AFL craft locals in 
plants where the workers are being organized into ClO unions. 
SHELLEY'S POSITION 

The progressive forces in the trade uniens of San Francisco 
and througheut California have thus far prevented the splitting 
of the labor movement as demanded by Green, Tobin, and Frey 
of the AFL bureaucracy, and kept the big majority of the CIO 
unions in the Central Labor Councils and the State Federation of 
Labor. : we 

It comes as a surprise to many, therefore, to hear of the 
attack on the CIO, over a jurisdictional dispute, made by John 
Shelley, who was elected to the presidency of the San Francisco 
Labor Council with the solid support of the progressives. 

Shelley has, in the main, taken a progressive stand on the 
maintenance of unity in the labor movement, and has been op- 
posed by the reactionary forces who fought against his eleetion 
to the presidency. But his blast against the CIO, regardless ot 
the merits of the jurisdictional dispute, has been seized upon by 
all the enemies of progressive trade unionism, and especially 
hailed with glee by Hearst's San Francisco Examiner. This is 
the logic of Shelley’s trying to ride two horses at the same time. 

PRESERVE UNITY 

If AFL progressives will allow themselves to make attacks 
on the CIO on the basis of jurisdictional wars for which the 
splitting policy of the AFL executive council is mainly respon- 
sible, then all the geod work of maintaining unity in the San 
Francisco labor movement may be undone. Jurisdictional disputes 
must not be permitted to divide the labor movement. Where 
they arise in the course of organizing the unorganized, the de- 
cisive questien must be: “How best to organize the workers and 
unify them in each industry on a national seale, in order to 
strengthen their position for gaining better conditions.” 
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THE CIRCULATION DRIVE 

In these stirring times, when American labor is on the march 
and the struggle against fascism on a world scale is going for- 
ward under the banner of the People’s Front, the working class

LONG BEACH—Voters here 
turned thumbs down on several 
reactionary proposals in the 
May third election when seven 
proposed charter amendments 
were submitted to the voters. 

At the same time they voted 
favorably on .an initiative ordi- 
nance to close meat markets on 
Sunday, in line with the cam- 
paign carried on by the Butch- 
ers’ Union, and for an anexa- 
tion on Atlantic Avenue per- 
mit extension of the city bus 
service. 

The charter amendment for
